DISCUSSIONS. 


The following is a complete letter as re 
ceived from H. A. Davis, of the Underwood 
office, at Pittsburg. 

‘*T note in your January number, Jim Pat- 
terson, the old St. Louis repairman, better 
known as ‘Pat’ asks: ‘Why is a man who 
has worked in a factory of a typewriter man 
ufacturer of little service as a repairman in 
a branch office?’ 

‘*T have been through the mill and in as 
few words as possible, will give my idea of 
the subject. It is simply because the condi- 
tions are not the same. The man in the fac- 
tory works on new materials exclusively. He 
knows no condition of wear, no conditions of 
replacement. His work is building exclusively 
from new material which is in the rough, hav- 
ing been east, stamped or turned. The parts 
coming to him in this manner, it is his busi- 
ness to fit by hand one piece to another until 
the finished product is turned out. This being 
done with a file, drill, emery-wheel, planer, 
or turner, ete. 

‘‘On the other hand the repairman meets 
with materials that have seen service, in other 
words, which have become worn, producing 
a general condition of looseness, or lost 
motion. It is his object to take up this lost 
motion, producing again a general rigidness 
of the machine in hand. He cannot start at 
the beginning and replace each part that 
is worn with a new part. To do this would be 


too expensive and, in fact, might equal the 
original cost of the machine. 
‘Tt is, therefore, necessary to treat each part 
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lost 


that is worn in such a way that the 
motion will be eliminated. It is at this point 
that the factory man is at a loss without new 
instruction from an experienced repairman. 
He has never learned this at the factory, con 
sequently he has to begin all over again under 
entirely new conditions. I believe, though, 
that the factory man has a handicap of about 
o0 per cent. in knowledge of repairing over 
the general mechanie. 


‘*The exegesis of the case to others than 
the repairman who has ‘gone through the 
mill,’ might demand illustrating, but to do 


this would take up too much space in your 
valuable JOURNAL. 

‘I judge from ‘Pat’s’ question, that he 
is still in the ring, and has been having some 
experience with ‘a new man from the East.’

office, much better in fact than the man who 
has had no factory experience. The former 
has a thorough knowledge of how the different 
parts are made, and constructed into a ma 
chine, he learns how every kind of a ‘‘kink’’ 
is taken out of the machine before it is ready 
for shipment. Some of these ‘‘kinks”’ rarely 
occur on the outside, but when they do appear 
the ‘‘outside graduate’’ finds them a much 
harder problem than his factory brother. 
Then the factory man’s method of 
each adjustment, and fixing each part is in 
most eases that obtained from the man at th 
factory whose work it is to assemble or adjust 
this one particular part. 

In brief, he couples his faetory experienc 
with that which he aequires in the branch 
office, and is therefore a better man than the 
man who depends entirely on what he has 
pieked up on the outside.

Sensational articles on the accomplish- 
ments of Helen Keller and other celebrated 
persons who are lacking in some of the senses 
have made them hesitate about telling the 
things that daily come under their observa- 
tion. Wonderful as some of them must seem 
to the lay mind, to the men and women whose 
whole lives are devoted to the scientifie de- 
velopment of lost powers, or the development 
of a power to take the place of one that never 
existed, the accomplishments of their pupils 
are merely so many steps toward a goal. They 
themselves have no absolute knowledge of what 
the limit of this development may be. 


HAS ACHIEVED MUCH. 

Their summary of Ella Hopkins is that she 
has reached as high a state of development as 
any one afflicted as she is has ever reached at 
her age. 

About eight years ago the girl contracted 
searlet fever. and when she recovered from the 
fever she could neither see, speak nor hear. 
All three faculties had suddenly left her. She 
was sent to the Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb, and to-day she ean

sight, perfect articulation and perfect hearing.

But she has one faculty that astonishes those 
not brought in daily contact with the deaf, 
dumb and blind, and which makes even her 
teachers wonder just how far she will go if 
she is able to continue to develop 1T. 

It has been discovered that upon occasions 
when, having no previous knowledge of the 
fact, she has been sitting in a room where 
two persons were engaged in conversation she 
had later been able to write of the subjects 
they discussed 

When Mr. Currier was asked if this was so, 
he replied : 

POWER NOT ALWAYS PRESENT. 


‘To that I would like to answer ‘ Yes’ and 
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‘No.’ That is, she can do it at times, and at 
other times she can not. It is very difficult 
to describe this faculty so that people will 
understand it intelligently. I hesitate to use 
it, and I wish I could find a substitute, but 
I should use the term ‘subjective hypnotism.’ 
I wish we had another word for hypnotism, 
because it is so much abused and so little 
understood, but nothing else will explain so 
well what I mean. 

‘“‘This gift of hers seems remarkable, but 
why should it be? Deprived of one sense, she 
has simply developed to an abnormal degree 
some other Take ourselves, for in- 
stance, who are possessed of all our faculties. 
How often do we realize another 
without ever seeing or hearing the other per 
We simply feel intuitively the presence, 
and Ella intuitiveness developed to a 
marked degree.”’ 

OF eourse Ella’s proficiency is 
shown in her daily with her 
teacher, Miss Barrager, who has brought her 
to her present high state of proficiency. She 
has taught her the touch system on an ordi- 
pary typewriter until she can write a letter 
perfect in diction, spelling and alignment 
She has also taught her the English Braille, 
the American Braille and the New York point 
system, with which she is enabled to carry on

A CLIPPING, 

S. N. D. North, of Boston, who is credited 
with having made the first practical test of

TYPEWRITER REMINISCENSES. 

I remember very well the day when, in the 
year 1874—and that was more than thirty 
years ago—the first *‘writing machine’’ was 
installed in the office of an enterprising and 
up-to-date—that date—Chicago newspaper. 
The machine was not owned by the paper 
though the editor and proprietor, whose name 
was Wilbur Fisk Storey, had a mania for i 
troducing all the latest mechanical improve 


ments. Pneumatic tubes, fantastic arrange- 
ments in ventilation, call bells, everything 
that came around, was immediately tried on 
that office. There was even a rumor at that 
time, based on the chief’s interest in some 


body ’s cure of a sore throat, that he was go 
ing to set up an office laryngoscope and com 
pel everybody to use it. 

But this writing machine was too much for 
him. It was brought in on trial by Frank 
Wilkie, one of the writing staff, on his own 
responsibility. It was the object of universa 
derision, even on the part of the open-minded 
and mechanically daft **‘old man.’’ 

Bevond all doubt it was entitled to 
derision that it got.

On the other 
hand, he explained that if the various parts 
of the machine are more or less loose the im- 
pression is by no means uniform.
